She said that oak trees 
have to be treated with 
care and respect, just like 
fine antiques, and strongly 
recommended some sort 
of preservation ordinance 
specifically geared at the 
oak trees. 

Joylouise Harte-Smith, 
one of those who worked 
on the Ordinance original¬ 
ly, said, “I would always 
like to see it stronger. For 
example, in Arcadia, it’s a 
$10,00 fine to cut an oak 
tree.” 

Lorayne Russman said 
that she too worked on the 
Ordinance in the first 
place, and that the people 
who drafted it did attempt 
to put stronger language 
into it (in response to 
Council comments that 
one of the problems with 
the ordinance is that it was 
too weak), but that each 


time they did so, the draft concerning 
ordinances submitted were 
returned with the stronger 
sections stricken out. 

Russman said that a stron¬ 
ger ordinance would have 
been tabled, but that stron¬ 
ger drafts have been writ¬ 
ten. 

Doyle said that the Or¬ 
dinance has been in place 
for 3 1/2 years, and “quite 
frankly, has not achieved 
its stated goals.” Coun- 
cilmember Maryann 
MacGillivray concurred 
with Doyle, and said, ‘The 
most appropriate way to 
effect the desired change is 
to repeal the Ordinance 
and write a new one.” By 
unanimous vote, the Coun¬ 
cil repealed the existing 
ordinance, adopted an ur¬ 
gency ordinance placing a 
90-day moratorium on re¬ 
moving trees with a diam¬ 
eter of more than four 
inches at a height of more 
than four feet, or pruning 
more than 20% of their 
annual growth, and ap¬ 
pointing an ad-hoc com¬ 
mittee, to be appointed ^y 
the Mayor, to drafTa'new 
ordinance.

“It appears obvious that 
the Council’s actions are 
much more favorable to 
developers than to the 
town. It’s disgusting. We 
have the interests of this 
town at heart.” 

Steven Drayer, the new¬ 
est Commission member, 
estimates that he had 
logged in 200 hours of ser¬ 
vice in the eight months 
during which he sat on the 
Commission. Said Drayer, 
“I don’t have a lot of old 
fights or an agenda. I just 
thought I could contribute 
something, and have fun 
doing it. In response to 
general criticisms from 


various councilmembers 
about people taking com¬ 
plaints about City practic¬ 
es to either the press or at¬ 
torneys, Drayer said, “I 
went through the proper 
channels they talked 
about.

In other Council news, 
residents were advised of 
El Nino preparations in Si¬ 
erra Madre. The Public 
Works, Fire, and Police 
Departments have been 
working over the past sev¬ 
eral weeks to prepare the 
City for projected heavier 
than usual rainfall. 

The Fire Department’s 
preparations for El Nino 
mirror its approach to any 
other potential disaster. 
Preparations for El Nino 
are relatively easy for the 
Fire Department because, 
due to the nature of Fire 
Department duties, they 
maintain a high state of 
readiness at all times. The 
Department has met with 
like Departments from Ar¬ 
cadia, Monrovia, and Area 
D to share information and 
make arrangements to 
share resources. The De¬ 
partment will be taking 
part in EOC (Emergency 
Operations Center) train¬ 
ing and simulations in ear¬ 
ly November. 

The Police Department 
also maintains a high state 
of disaster readiness, and 
will be running the No¬ 
vember EOC simulation 
exercise to train staff in 
EOC operations and eval¬ 
uate/improve responses. 
The Police Department 
has also been in attendance 
in meetings with Arcadia 
and Monrovia to partici¬ 
pate in the process of de¬ 
veloping mutual aid agree¬ 
ments. 

Public works has been 
working closely with the 
•Police and Fire Depart- 
incius 111 the distribution of 
preparedness information 
and attendance at Area D 
and Arcadia/Monrovia 
meetings, as well as being 
in contact with L.A. Coun¬ 
ty Public Works, which is 
responsible for the mainte¬ 
nance of the major flood 
control facilities in Sierra 
Madre. Public Works has 
procured twice the normal 
number of sandbags, and is 
in the process of obtaining 
more. 

The Planning Commis¬ 
sion’s Kris Miller Fisher, a 
canyon resident, had 
pressed for the City to is¬ 
sue a report on El Nino 
preparations. Miller Fish¬ 
er stated that she was “de¬ 
lighted to see that City 
staff is well-prepared, now 
the community needs to be 
well-prepared.” At her 
home. Miller Fisher has 
built a small stone wall, 
altered her roof, and plans 
to buy sandbags. Upcom¬ 
ing meetings with County 
workers and City staff will 
help to inform residents 
about the City’s prepara¬ 
tions and ways in which 
residents can protect them¬ 
selves.

ARCADM POUCE DEPT. 


The following is a summary report of the major 
incidents handled by the Department during the pe¬ 
riod.

Apache 

Stays

It’s been seven weeks since Sonny Skyhawk raised 
concerns of racism regarding the use of the Apache by 
Arcadia High School. Skyhawk calls the practice “de¬ 
meaning and discriminatory,” and in response, the Ar¬ 
cadia Unified School District asked Arcadia High 
School’s Executive Council to submit a recommenda¬ 
tion on the issue. 

Oliver Chi, 1997-98 ASB President, wrote, “As we 
struggled...the realization we slowly came around to was 
that no matter what occurs, someone will be unhappy.” 
What the Council came up with, after almost two months 
of study, was to retain the Apache as mascot, but to in¬ 
crease understanding and sensitivity of American Indian 
concerns by examining aillTses otlhe "Xpaclie” name 
and image for consistency of sensitive and accurate ap¬ 
plication, enlarge research on “Apache” traditions to be 
included in the parent-student handbook and with pro¬ 
grams of orientation to the school, and work with fac¬ 
ulty to prepare material suitable for inclusion in the aca¬ 
demic curriculum. They will also consider entering into 
a “sister school” relationship with a corresponding high 
school possessing a majority Native American (prefer¬ 
ably Apache) population. 

According to Skyhawk, however, the issue is not how 
the Apache is treated; the issue is having the Apache as 
a mascot at all. Said Skyhawk, “I applaud the students’ 
effort, but they don’t get the point. If this were a black 
Sambo character or a Hassidic Jew or an Asian-Ameri- 
can, there would be a huge outcry in the community.” 

At Tuesday night’s meeting, district boardmembers 
listened to the AHS Executive Council’s report. A reso¬ 
lution affirming support of the Apache mascot, per the 
recommendation, will be drafted for the next boardmeet¬ 
ing. Mary Dougherty of the District said, “I think the stu¬ 
dents did a terrific job contacting alumni and booster, 
researching the issue, and considering its sensitivity.” 

53 schools remaining in California have American 
Indian mascots of one sort or another, with the Los 
Angeles Unified School District recently abolishing the 
use of Indian mascots at three of their schools. Skyhawk 
will continue to fight for the other 53 to follow suit. “We 
have filed a federal complaint on civil rights, we will try 
to impede State funding to schools which use these 
mascots, and if we get no redress through local chal¬ 
lenge, we will take this to the United States Supreme 
Court. We intend to prod the Attorney General. There 
is a law that no tax-funded institution is allowed to dis¬ 
criminate based on race.” Skyhawk said that he “hoped 
that Arcadia High School would have understood the 
significance of this type of racism.” 

The Executive Council, however, doesn’t see it as 
racism. They’re proud to be Apaches. The written rec¬ 
ommendation says, ‘The Executive Council places great 
value on AHS association with the name ‘Apache’ and 
wishes to honor the title and tradition with respectful sen¬ 
sitivity.” The Council would like to see AHS become a 
model institution for positive association with Native- 
American traditions.
